This convention 
was to provide for the female 
constituency of the church their 
most unique opportunity for 
christian fellowship and work 
with one another. 


Now twenty-five years later the 
women will meet in San 
Francisco, California to 
celebrate the Silver Anniversary 
of what began as just a dream in 
the mind of Mother Lillian 
Brooks Coffey, the founder of

Elder 
Brown feels that it’s wrong to 
release men from institutions, 
and then throw them right back 
out into the world. This can be a 
cold cruel world sometimes, and 
Elder Brown feels that the men 
should have a chance to adjust 
themselves, to “get themselves 
together”. So, he takes them 
into the Progress House, 
counsels with them, helps them 
recognize their problems, helps 
them set new goals, and gets 
them established. 


Because of Elder Brown, and 
Progress House, many men that 
might otherwise have gone right 
back into crime, and drug 
addiction, alcoholism, have gone 
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the International Women’s 
Convention. From May 20th 
through May 25th thousands of 
christian women from all over 
the world will meet in this 
Historic city trying to pay 
tribute to an organization that 
has done more to _ inspire 
women’s work than any other 
convention of its kind. During 
this convention a_- special 
program has been planned to 


honour all those who have 
followed this convention for its 
entire 25 year history. On Civic 
Night the Silver Stars (The 
special Anniversary Committee 
of 100) will be acknowledged. 
The theme for this meeting will 
be ‘‘Better Homes, Better 
Schools, Better Community, 
Better World.” 


The Convention program will 
consist of an Institute and 
Workshop, A_ Post tour to 
Hawaii, A Civic Night, the 
Annual Roll-Call, the Morning

Thomas Schaub and Walter E.

Combined with one 
previous excavation, “‘all of the 
archaelogical, geological, 
geographical, and_ linquistic 
evidence points to these five 
sites as being the five cities of 
the plain mentioned in the book 
of Genesis” the archaeologists 
says.

valley” is mentioned thirty six 
times in the Bible, and is often 
held out as a warning of the 
punishment which the Lord will 
bring upon those who neglect or 
sin against God. 


Chedorlaomer, along with the 
three other eastern kings,made 
war on Bera king of Sodom and 
on the the kings of the other 
four cities of the valley ( Gen. 
14:2). Fourteen years later, the 
four eastern kings returned and 
put down the rebellion of the 
five cities and, after a raid to the 
South, returned and fought with 
the same five kings (vs. 8) in the 
Valley of Siddim. Those of the 
forces of Sodom and Gomorrah 
who did not fall into the pits of 
bitumen in this valley were 
driven into the mountains. It 
was on this occasion that Lot 
was captured, to be rescued 
subsequently by Abram 
(vs.12-16). 


So great was the sin of Sodom 
and Gomorrah that the Lord was 
determined to destroy them, 
especially after Abram could not 
fine even ten righteous persons 
in Sodom. (Gen. 18:20-33). 


The manner of destruction of 
the cities of the valley is 
suggested by the accounts of 
ancient writers, and modern 
investigations furnished credence 
to their reports. That fire played 
a major part in the catastrophe is 
indicated by the biblical account 
(Gen. 19:24-28). 


Investigations conducted by 
geologists for oil companies have 
revealed abundant traces of 
petroleum (as well as of gas and 
exudations of bitumen) in the 
area around Jebel Usdum.

MY FORTY YEARS IN 
THE MINISTRY 
Farewell Sermon by 
William R. Buitendrop 
Leading Pastor in North Tarrytown 


“I have told the glad news of deliverance in the great 
congregation: lo, I have not restrained my lips, as thou knowest, 
O Lord. I have not hid thy saving help within my heart, I have 
spoken of thy faithfulness and salvation; I have not concealed thy 
steadfast love and faithfulness from the great congregation. . .” 
(Psalm 40) 


One night when I was in the seminary I read these words again 
and they seemed to stand out from the page with a new meaning. 
I underscored them with my pen and said to myself, “Some day I 
would like to use these words as a part of my farewell sermon to 
my people.” Now after more than forty years these words come 
back to me as a sort of valedictory to my years of ministry as a 
servant of my Lord Jesus Christ. 


Forty years ago last July, I was ordained to the Christian ministry 
which began in the little historic church in Middleburg, New 
York. The church was erected in 1786, the first house of worship 
for this congregation having been burned in the Johnson-Brandt 
raid during the Revolutionary War. Jeannetle and ! came there as 
bride and groom to make our first home together in a lovely old 
manse on the bank of the Schoharie River. Here a patient and 
kind congregation took a couple of neophites under their wing 
and began to induct us in a post-graduate training for the 
pastorate that no seminary could ever give its students. The love 
and affection that was shared in our first parish for twenty-two 
years has never left our hearts. 


But time marches on, and we accepted the invitation of this 
congregation in 1952 to become its pastor. And now there is fhe 
sound of distant drums calling us, and we must move on. 


Standing here at the gateway of our years - four decades of them 
does offer us a moment to reflect as it seems the Psalmist had 
done, and to respond with some of those thoughts that have 
registered so deeply in both heart and mind. 


By the grace of God I have been called to a most rewarding and 
satisfying work as a minister of Jesus Christ, and as a pastor, or 
shepherd of his people. I must confess that many a time | have 
felt jealous of the people about me with their 40 hour week, and 
with only one boss to satisfy. 


The ministry is a many faceted occupation. A minister has to 
make as many calls as a doctor, shake as many hands as a 
politician, prepare as many briefs as a lawyer, see as many people 
as a specialist. He has to be as good an executive as a college 
president, and as good a financier as a banker, and in the midst of 
it all, he has to be so good a diplomat that he could umpire a 
baseball game between the Knights of Columbus and the Klu 
Klux Klan. 


‘The ministry is a free life, and yet it is a confining life. It is free in 
that you generally set your own schedule, and to a certain extent 
control your own time. You punch no clock, you turn in no 
detailed reports of your activities, yet you are expected to be on 
call 24 hours a day, 7 davs in a week, 52 weeks in the year. There 
is no list of responsibilities handed you, yet you had better fulfill 
them all. You are not your own. Neither is your family, your 
home, your car, your time. A lady who was brought. up in a 
manse wrote a book of her experiences. The opening sentence in 
-her book reads “Every other child in the world has but two 
parents, but a minister’s children have 300 to help bring them up.

He, with the assistance of 
the VP and Sec/Treas., will plan 
the monthly activities of the 
OMF, arranging for speakers, 
places to meet, and in June, the 
executive committee will plan 
for the annual picnic. All OMF 
members, their families, and 
members of the _ various 
congregations will attend this 
annual affair.

THE BIBLE 


2. The Trinity- 

The word Trinity is a short form 
for Triunity. This is the 
biblically based doctrine that the 
true God is One God. (Deut. 
6:4), a unity and yet manifested 
in three, tri-divine persons. 


Thus, there is only one God, not 
three gods, but the One 
Godhead consists of the Father, 
Son, and the Holy Spirit, three 
co-divine, co-eternal persons. 


The conventional proof of the 
Trinity may be summarized in 


the following: 


1. The Godhead is one. (Deut. 


6:4) 

2a. The Father is a person. (St. 
John 17:3) 

2b. The Father is Divine. (St. 
John 17:3) 


2c. Hence, the Father is a Divine 
Person. 

3a. The Son is a person. (Matt. 
17:5) 

3b. The Son is Divine. (As well 
as human.) (St. John 5:17-18) 
3c. Hence, the Son is Divine 

4a. The Holy Spirit is a person. 
(St. John 14:16-17) 

4b. The Holy Spirit is Divine. 
(St. John 26:15-26; Eph. 4:30) 


4c. Hence the Holy Spirit is a 
Divine person. 

5. Therefore, the Godhead is a 
Tri-unity-one Godhead 
composed of three Divine 
persons. (See Gen. 1:1; St. John 
1:1-3, 10; Luke 3:22; Matt. 
28:19; Matt. 12:31, 32).

3. The Resurrection- 


Jehovah God raised Christ from 
the dead not as a human Son, 
but as a mighty immortal 
Spirit-som. 


His human nature was 
annihilated and completely 
destroyed. Whether his body was 
dissolved by gases or still 
preserved somewhere, no one 
knows. (Let God be true. p. 40) 


Hence, there was no bodily 
resurrection. He was put to 
death in the flesh and 
resurrected an_ invisible 
spirit-creature of the highest 
order. (Studies in the Scriptures, 
II, p. 129)

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DOES ANYBODY HERE 
KNOW HOW TO PRAY

Are things pretty dead in your 
life, your home, your church? 
William J. Krutza offers a few 
simple rules that can make 
everything leap back to life 
again. 


An energy crises exists in far too 
many churches. It has nothing to 
do with available fuel to keep 
pew-sitters warm in winter or to 
generate electricity to keep them 
cool in summer. It’s a crisis in 
the lives of many Christians-a 
crisis in their ability to 
adequately tap the source of 
spiritual power. The powerline 
between heaven and 
earth-prayer- is corroded with 
cliches’ and archaic terminology. 


In most churches, not long after 
a person comes into a personal 
relationship with Jesus Christ, he 
is enlisted into some type of 
training program. Classes begin 
with basic doctrines and biblical 
information. He progresses into 
the methods of evangelism and 
pedagogy. He’s enlisted into a 
church membership class. But 
teach the new Christian how to 
pray-who ever heard of that? 


Of course, if a church holds to 
traditional patterns, the new 
Christian is urged to attend a 
midweek prayer meeting. Here 
he listens to seasoned saints 
pray. If he participates at first, 
often it?s done in faltering 
language. But give him a few 
more weeks in this environment 
and he’ll smooth out his talk to 
God in the language he has 


borrowed from the cliche-ridden 
minds of the regulars. 


Discovering the cause of our 
prayer energy crisis isn’t as 
simple as counting missing 
barrels of crude oil. How have so 
many Christians gotten bogged 
down in meaningless 
generalizations? Why isn’t the 
prayer life of most churches as 
dynamic as its efforts at 
evangelism? Could our desires to 
get people into the kingdom 
overshadow our interest in 
making their Christianity 
practical? Why have we been 
willing to teach people other 
aspects of the Christian life, but 
have put prayer into some type 
of mystical-spiritual category 
that only the individual and God 
are allowed to touch? 


To answer some of _ these 
questions, the most natural place 
to start is with the prayers that 
are uttered in public worship 
services. This normally means an 
analysis of the pastor’s prayers. 
If most pulpit prayers are any 
indication of the prayer life of 
the church, we are blighted with 
an overdose of superficiality. Far 
too often prayers are used as 
transitions between portions of a 
worship hour rather than as 
earnest conversations with God 


In one church where I was a 
member, the _ pastor went 
through five prayers during 
every worship hour. Included 
among these was one labeled as 
the pastoral prayer. 
Unfortunately, even this prayer 
showed little pastoral leadership 


or cognizance of the true needs 
that existed in the lives of his 
congregants. 


This is talking with God?! 


He prayed almost the same 
words Sunday after Sunday, 
only substituting the names of 
the sick and hospitalized. There 
was little adoration or worship 
directed toward God. There was 
no indication that he had been 
struggling with some of the 
awesome issues that face our 
world today and were surely 
being considered by many of his 
listeners. 


If there was a world outside of 
the church, it was only 
mentioned evangelistically. 
Never once did he get excited 
when he prayed. Never once did 
he seem uptight. Prayer was a 
dull routine performed because 
it was expected by the 
congregation. His people had 
been conditioned to such 
dullness and knew little about 
exciting conversations with the 
Lord whom they claimed to 
know on a personal basis. 


If pulpit prayers lack the 
freshness of an_ exciting 
encounter with Christ, it’s 


natural not to expect much 
more from those who listen. If 
pulpit prayers are perfunctory 
performances, laymen will most 
often follow the same patterns. 
People have a great tendency to 
follow a leader.

COWARDS?

A true christian is not a coward. 
The genuine christian is 
governed by supreme laws which 
forbid him to obey many of the 
laws of man. Peter said: “...We 
ought to obey God rather than 
men.” The Book of Acts 
endorses what Peter has said. 
Acts 5:29: ‘Therefore we 
cannot participate in every idea 
and activity authorized by 
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man.. 


Jesus said...““My kingdom is not 
of this world. If my kingdom 
were of this world, then would 
my servants fight.” St. John 
18:36. 


Jesus chief concern was not with 
worldly governmental affairs. In 
Luke 12:13-14, one among his 
company said unto him: 
‘‘Master, speak to my brother 
that he divide the inheritance 
with me.” And Jesus said unto 
him, ““Man who made me a judge 
or a divider over you. Jesus 
made his purpose or mission 
clear in Matt. 18:11 when he 
said, ‘The Son of Man is come 
to save that which is lost.” 
Therefore, it was not their social 
or natural life that was lost but 
their spiritual life. It was James 
who said: “From whence comes 
wars and fighting among 
you?...Ye kill, and desire to 
have, and cannot obtain: Ye 
fight and war, yet ye have not, 
because ye ask not. Ye ask and 
receive not because ye ask amiss, 
that ye may consume it upon 
your lusts,” (James 4:1-3). Paul 
said, ‘For though we walk in the 
flesh, we do not war after the 
flesh for the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strong holds, 
casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth 
itself against the knowledge of 


God, bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience 
of Christ...” Cor. 10:3-5 Paul 
further said, “No man_ that 
warreth (spiritual warfare) 
entangleth himself with the 
affairs of this life that he may 
please Him who hath chosen him 
to be a soldier.” (2 Tim. 2:4). I 
know God’s word is my guide. 
James said: ‘‘Whosoever 
therefore will be a friend of the 
world is the enemy of God.” 
(James 4:4) 


Therefore true christians who 
have been born again do not 
sit-in, lie-in, shop-in, kneel-in, 
stand-in, or use any medium of 
unlawful pressure or force to 
obtain what is rightfully theirs. 
Jesus has promised to fight 
against wrong and sin if we give 
him a chance. 


James said:...““Where envy and 
strife is, there is confusion and 
every evil work.” (I James 3:16) 
Jesus said, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers, for they shall be 
called the children of God.” 
(Matt. 5:44). 


I believe that every citizen 
should enjoy the rights and 
privileges alike, but if I am 
denied my rights as a citizenship, 
God forbids me to use force 
illegally to get my rights, even 
though the law grants them. “If 
any man will sue thee at the law, 
and take away thy coat, let him 
have thy cloak also.” (Matt. 
5:40). “If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, the Lord will not hear 
me.” (Ps. 68:18). If I have sin in 
my life I am not a child of God. 


‘‘And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned and have not charity, it 
profited me nothing.” (I Cor. 
13:4).

We 
have a spacious auditorium with 
permanent seating for 400, 9 
spacious classrooms, a fully 
equipped modern kitchen, a 
all-purpose room 50’ by 50’ 
where we can accomodate 300 
people for a dinner, a secretary 
and trustees room, a chapel, 
janitor’s quarters, 4 restrooms 
and a spacious Pastor’s study.

“THE GREAT TREEHUNT” 


In tribute to Elder T. L. 
Westbrook on his 17th Annual 
Appreciation. 


“And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the water, that 
bringeth forth his fruit in his 
season; his leaf also shall not 
wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper.” Psalms 1:3 


Since the early 1900’s, the 
Satanic Lumber Company, the 
largest of its kind in the world, 
has been looking for a tree of a 
very rare species. It finds its 
origin in the state of Arkansas, 
somewhere near the city of 
Dumas.

DOES ANYBODY HERE 


KNOW HOW TO PRAY 


During the past year I have had 
some exciting experiences 
conducting concentrated prayer 
conferences in churches. 
Admittedly (and unfortunately) 
such conferences don’t have the 
suspense-filled content that 
attracts people to a prophetic 
conference. People still get more 
excited about speculating on 
what’s going to happen to Israel 
in 1980 than in learning to talk 
to the Christ with whom they 
plan to share eternity! 


But it is encouraging to know 
that like the disciples who came 
to Jesus with the request, “Lord, 
teach us to pray,’ there are 
many people who do yearn to 
learn the “how to” of viable 
praying. The responses [’ve had 
to this teaching indicate two 
things: first, prayer can be 
taught; and secondly, people 
long to know how to make 
prayer experiences vital. 


We begin a definition of prayer 
by noting that it is ‘natural 
conversation of a person with 
God’’-nothing put on, nothing 
from a former era, nothing 
borrowed from others, nothing 
from the realm of fancy. One 
needs to express himself to God 
in the same terminology he uses 
in everyday conversation with 
other friends. 


To shift thinking gears into 
another type of language hinders 
the natural expression of the 
individual’s mind and will. To 
use a language as outdated ar 
seventeenth-century schoo 
books has no special merit. In 
fact, it is a hindrance to the 
newborn Christian. To even call 
God “Thee” or “Thou” adds no 
special spirituality or favor. To 
talk as one _ thinks-in’ the 
language of the office, of the 
neighborhood, of one’s contacts 
with contemporaries of any 
kind-this is man’s best prayer 
language.

Get in the Bible and search the 
scriptures get more of the Lord. 
It’s Free, you can sell out and 
still have more than those who 
are holding on to vanity.

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Secondly, prayer must express 
one’s individual personality. No 
one can better pray than you. 
Your prayers must come only 
from the inner resources of your 
own life. They must express 
what is in your thinking-the 
verbalizations of your will and 
being. Present your personal 
observations and desires to Him 
Copy no one. 


Express whatever is 
heart-be it love, concern, 
disappointment, bitterness, 
praise, etc. Tell God exactly how 
you feel. Combine this with 
your intellectual: understanding 
of what life is all about. Thus 
you tell Him what is on both 
your mind and heart. 


in your 


’ Thirdly, we must underline the 


idea that prayer is based upon a 
vertical relationship. Far too 
many prayers seem to be the 
preaching-to-others variety. 
Often this is true in churches 
where the pastor wants to 
preach a special point to one of 
the members of the 
congregation. He _ spiritualizes 
the experience in the language of 
prayer. On other occasions a 
pewsitter wants to preach a little 
sermon back at the pastor or to 
another member. Such prayers 
usually receive an answer right in 
the room where they are 
uttered-a negative response by 
the recipient. 


In tackling the great task of 
teaching laymen and_ even 
pastors how to pray, one 
constantly faces the problem of 
not setting up a new set of 
cliches! This can only be avoided 
by a careful listening to oneself. 
One must be alert to his forms 
of expression and to the topics 
which he discusses in prayer. 


A missionary had attended a 
church five years ago at which 
time he heard the people praying 
that the Lord would bless the 
worship services, the pastor and 
missionaries around the world. 
On his second visit to the church 
recently, the people at the 
prayer service (almost the same 
ones and the same number that 
were at the previous meeting he 
attended) were still praying in 
the same manner for the worship 
services, the pastor and the 
missionaries around the world. 
They had never enlarged their 
prayer horizons and probably 
couldn’t recall when their last 
prayer had received a dynamic 
answer.

It 
sees more and more needs within 
the world and looks at 
conditions not so much as signs 
of the times or some vague 
fullfillment of prophecies but as 
Opportunities to draw people 
into the mighty working sphere 
of a living Christ. Such people 
don’t have to reach far back into 
their experiences to describe 
how God answered prayer. They 
can describe events and 
happenings of the past week, of 
yesterday, even today. 


In expanding either a church’s 
prayer vision or the prayer vision 
of an individual, specific prayer 
always enters the picture. Those 
who pray in_ generalizations 
know little of the vitality of 
prayer. How can they? They can 
never point to any definite 
answers. If you want a definite 
answer, make a definite request. 


Of course, this can be dangerous 
if you really don’t want the 
answers that God might bring. 
Sometimes people pray in 


general terms because they really 
haven’t decided whether they 
want God to interfere with their 
way of living. When one gets 
down through the 
generalizations into the 
nitty-gritty of life, it is difficult 
to either bluff others or God! 
But when one gets to this level 
of praying, he senses that God is 
genuinely concerned. God loves 
the person who doesn’t avoid 
Wher pub ansih i udetails oof 
life-especially one’s personal 
sins. 


If you want to maintain a puny 
relationship with God, that’s 
your privilege. But if you hunger 
after knowing Him in an 
especially personal way-the way 
we mean when we refer to Christ 
as our personal Savior-then 
you'll be on the lookout to find 
those practical ideas that will 
rescue prayer from _ the 
theological realm and the rather 
dusty atmosphere of formal 
worship situations. The Holy 
Spirit will bring new insights to 
accomplish a more _ intimate 
relationship with Himself. 


God wants you and the people 
of your church to talk naturally 
to Him. Be the part of His 
church that discovers the 
spiritual vitality this can bring. 
The people of God need not 
experience an energy crisis, but 
can be revitalized by an infusion 
of the power of God available 
only through prayer.

The Coffee Mission in Okinawa 
is unique in that the Mission 
ministers to service personnel, 
bi-racial children, prostitutes, 
call girls and bar girls. The 
mission is financially supported 
by the Chapel Funds (Protestant 
& Catholic) of the U. S. Third 
Marine Division, U. S. Army, 
Okinawa, and the U. S, Air 
Force. The Marines alone have 
contributed close ito 2,000.00 
since January, 1974. 


President Buchanan have set the 
following objectives for the 
OMF this year: 


(1) Re-vitalizing the OMF with 
the objective of getting all 
missionaries involved; 

(2) Discussions and studies ori 
Ecumenism; 

(3) Closer liaison with Japanese 
missionary groups and 
organizations; 

(4) Putting a “united voice” 
forward on Spiritual and moral 
matters. 


Bishop Buchanan has announced 
that the Theme for the OMF in 
1975 will be, “Lord, Make Us 
One” (St. John 17:21): This 
theme permits and encourages 


the demonstration of genuine 


Christian love, compassion, and 


fellowship towards all of God’s 
children. 


As an active Missionary of the 
Church of God in Christ, Bishop 
Buchanan is much in demand as 
a speaker around the island. He 
is recognized on sight by many 
people. His voice is heard daily 
over the only English-language 
Christian Radio Station on 
Okinawa, JOFF. Because of the 
outstanding support of the 
Saints, the Church of God in 
Christ is well known throughout 
Okinawa and Japan and Korea. 
Bishop Buchanan returns to the 
U.S. for the Missions Conference 
each Summer and when able, to 
the November Convocation. He 
is willing to visit any church 
desiring to know more about the 
mission work of the COGIC in 
Asia. Persons desiring to send 
support to the work in Japan 
may do so by “earmarking” 
their funds to the field through 
the Department of Missions, at 
the following address:

toward Sodom and Gomorrah, 
saw that “‘the smoke of the land 
went up like the smoke of a 
furnace.” For it to be seen from 
a distance, a heavy, black smoke 
seems indicated; and, with the 
ancient comments in mind, one 
may well associate the 
phenomenon with oil. 


Thus it seems possible, even 
probable, that the destruction 
of Sodom and the other cities of 
the valley was brought about by 
a great conflagration caused by 
the ignition of petroleum see 
pages and accompanying gas. 
This may have been started by a 
stroke of lightning, which might 
be associated with the phrase 
“from the Lord out of heaven” 
(Gen.19:24).
